But Diplomats of United States Suc-

Copenhagen. December 2.—A full agree- 
ment has been reached between Den- 
mark and the United States for the saie 
of the Danish West Indies. The treaty 
will probably be signed this week at 
Washington. The price fixed is between 
four and five million dollars. The ques- 
tions of free trade and citizenship will 
be decided by congress, which, it is be- 
Hteved here, will grant these concessions. 

The negotiations have aroused the 
keenest interest throughout Denmark. 
Public meetings have been held and re- 
monstrances have been sent to the gov- 
ernment and rigsdag. The newspapers 
have all been against the sale. Peti- 
tions have also been received by the 
king and ministry from the inhabitants 
of the island. Many large business 
houses and shipping interests have of- 
fered to contribute to the betterment 
of the islands’ condition if the Sale was 
averted. The king and the royal.fami'y 
were at heart opposed to parting with 
the possessions, and leading imperial and 
royal houses of Europe to which the 
king of Denmark is related all exerted 
personal and political influence against 
their transer to the United States. 

The purchase is, therefore, considered 
& great triumph for the diplomacy of the 
United States, and incidentally for the 
tact and perseverance of the United 
States minister here. 

» Washington Knows Nothing. 

Washington, December 27.—Up to the 
tlose of business here today no word 
had reached the state department con- 
firmatory of the reported agreement he- 
tween Denmark and the United States 
for the sale of the Danish West Indies. 
The negotiations looking to the acquisi-

Dying Stranger in Hold of a Trans- 
Atlantic Liner. 
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FRENZIED, HE BROKE BOX 


Evidently the Man Had Been Days 
Without Food—He Was Shipped 
from Hamburg. 


New York, December 2.—When a long- 
shoreman today dropped into the hold of 
the steamer Palatia, of the Hamburg- 
American line, just arrived at the Hobo- 
ken docks, he was startled to hear a 
weak voice call for water. Then-he heard 
moans. Summoning assistance, he made 
a search and found a man lying across 
some salt sacks. The man was dragged 
te the deck and became unconscious and 
tenight:-is at a Hoboken hospital with 
little chance of recovery, or, indeed, of 
ever telling his name. 

Investigation shows that the stranger 
had been boxed up in Germany in a case 
marked ‘J. B., 71."" In the case was a 
small bottle which had contained whisky 
and also sOme crumbs of bread. A piece 
of paper was found marked ‘‘John Beck.”’ 
The hox was marked in German, “This 
side up, with care.’’ There was no air 
holes in the case and the hatch to the 
hold had not been opened from the time 
the Palatia left port until today. It is 
the opinion of the investigator that dur- 
ing the last of the trip the towaway be 
came so frenzied that he broke out of 
the box and there was no wey for him 
to give alarm. 

The man was well dressed, evidentiy 
a German, and about 30 vears old. He 
had less than a dollar in German money 
in his pockets. Up to the present the 
consignor or consignee of the case has 
not been discovered. Yesterday and early 
today an American express wagon called 
for a box marked as this one was, and it 
‘iS believed that through this circumstance 
something more material will be learned 
of the strange affair. 

The Palatia is a freighter, very slow, 
and was longer than usual in making this 
trip. It ts believed the man was in the 
hold at least fifteen days. 


POWER OF ETHERIC WAVES.

London, December 2.—Within a fort- 
night the ambassador, second secretary 
and the naval and military attaches will 
all be in America on leave of absence, 
only Henry White, charge d'affaires, and 
Wiifam C. Eustis, the third secretary, 
remaining at the embassy.

SHARP FIGHT IN HOUSE 
IN REGARD 10 RULES 


Democrats Sought To Amend, but 
the Republicans Were Unwill- 
ing—The Democrats Are 
Twitted in Regard to 
Tariff Reform. 


Washington, December ‘.--Ths opening 


day of the first session of the fifty-seventh 
congress, the house of representatives 
furnished a spectacle that delighted the 
crowded galleries. The machinery of the 
house is cumbrous and is set 'n motion 
by a laborious process, buf the specta- 
tors today evidently did not consider !t 
tedious, as they clung to their places 
through the entire proceeding, which last- 
ed four and one-half hours, probably half 
the time being consumed in the monoto- 
nous calling of the roll. 

The organization of the house was ac- 
complished according to the time-honored 
precedents. Speaker Henderson was 
sworn in by General Bingham, “‘the fath- 
er of the house,” and after delivering a 


very graceful speech in recognition of the 
honor bestowed upon him, he In turn ad- 
ministered theoath to the members- 
elect. 

The rules of the last. house were adopt- 
ed after a slight jar, and then the bien- 
nial seat drawing occurred. This latter 
ceremony was robbed of much of its in- 
terest today by the. fact that under the 
rew arrangement of seats there are more 
than enough to go around and_ those 
whose names zre drawn last do not suf- 
fer as they did on former occasions, 


Gavel of Clerk Falls. 

Just as the hands of the big clock oppo- 
site the speaker's chair pointed to 12 Mr. 
McDowell, the clerk of the house, brought 
his gavel down. Instantly the buzz of 
conversation ceased and in the stillness 
that followed the clerk announced that 
prayer would be offered. The members 
arose and many of the spectators in the 
gallery also stood with bowed heads as 
Rev. Mr. Couden, the Blind chaplain, 
evoked a divine blessing. Many heads 
were lowered as the chaplain paid a beau- 
tiful tribute to the late President McKin- 
ley -end--prayed that the present chief 
executive might be spared from sudden 
death. By the direction of the clerk the 
roll of members-elect was called by states. 

There were no demonstrations during 
the roll call. When the clerk announce 
that 318 members—a quorum—had _  an- 
swered to their names the house proceed- 
ed to the election of a speaker. Mr. Can- 
non, of Ullinois, chairman of the republi- 
can caucus, placed in nomination Gen- 
eral Henderson, of Iowa. The mention 
of Mr. Henderson’s name drew a salvo 
of applause from the entire republican 
membership. 

Mr. Hay, of Virginia, chairman, of the 
democratic caucus, presented the name 
of Mr. Richardson, of Tennessee, and the 
democrats gave the name of their leader 
an enthusiastic reception. A general laugh 
followed, as Mr. Nevill, of Nebraska, 
placed in nomination Mr. Stark, of his 
own state, who now is the only other 
populist acting independently. 

At the conclusion of the roll 
clerk announced the result of 
as follows: 

Henderson, 199; Richardson, 149; Stark, 
1; Cummings, New York, 1. Mr. Hender- 
sen having been declared elected, the 
clerk appointed Messrs. Richardson, 
Stark and Cummings a committee to es- 
cort the speaker to the chair. 

Henderson Takes Chair. 

General Henderson appeared two min- 
utes later on the arm of Mr. Richardson. 
The speaker was greeted with a great out- 
burst of applause from both sides of the 
house. He came down the aisle and as- 
cended the rostrum with the aid of his 
cane and stood there for a moment fac- 
ing a storm of applause. Mr. Richardson 
then introduced him in half -a dozen 
words. The,speaker addressed the house 
briefiy, saying: 

“Gentlemen of the House of Representa- 
tives: This high honor which vou have 
conferred upon me I profoundly aprerci- 
ate. All the more do I appreciate it, 
coming as it does with this generous ex- 
pression from both sides of the chamber. 
There is yet left another method for a 
presiding officer to express his apprecia- 
tion of such an honor; that is by a kind- 
lv, firm and faithful administration 09° 
the law and the rules that govern this 
body. It will be my aim to discharge im- 
partially the duties of this office. As I 
said at the opening of the last congress, 
no presiding officer can successfully ad- 
minister the duties of his office unless 
he has the support of the body over which 
he presides. I asked for it then; you 
gave it to me throughout the entire con- 
gress. Permit) me once more to invoke 
that . patience, kind consideration and 
splendid support which was accorded to 
me in the last congress. 

“The maker of laws should not be a 
breaker of laws. We proceed under law 
and rules: and the duties devolving 
unon each and all of the membership 
of this house will be far better conserved 
if this principle is kept in mind and 
acted upon.” 

After oaths had been administered, 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, presented a res- 
olution for the election of the following 
officers of the house: 

Alexander McDowell, of Pennsylvania, 
clerk: Henry Casson, of Wisconsin, ser- 
geant at arms; William J. Glenn. of 
New York. doorkeeper; Joseph C. McEI- 
roy, of Ohio, postmaster, and H. N. 
Couden, of Michigan, chaplain. 

Mr. Hay. of Virginia, on behalf of 
the minority, presented a substitute res- 
olution containing the names of the 
candidates selected by the democratic 
caucus last Saturday. The minority res- 
olution was voted down and Mr. Can- 
non’s resolution was adopted without di- 
vision.

TO EXCLUDE THE ANARCHISTS 


Burrows Will Introduce a 
Bill Today. 

Washington, December 2.—Senator 
Burrows, of Michigan, will introduce a 
bill tomorrow providing for the exclusion 
and expulsion of alien anarchists. By its 
provisions the board of inquiry is au- 
thorized to diligently search for an- 
archists among foreignérs coming to this 
country and ascertain as to his antece- 
dents, his opinions as to give this or 
whether he belongs to any soclety or as- 
sociation with anarchistic tendencies, and 
it may examine the person of such alien 
for marks indicative of such member- 
ship. The board may accept evidence of 
the immigrants common’ reputation as 
an anarchist and orders, decrees and 
judgments of foreign governments and 
police notifications as prima facie evi- 
dence which. may be deemed sufficient to 
prevent admission of such a lien. 

When an anarchist escapes this in- 
quisition he may be seized by the com- 
missioner general of inquiry and if, after 
a thorough and satisfactory inquiry, is 
found to be a-menace to this government 
as anarchist, may be deported to the 
country from which he came.

Senator Depew said in part: 

“Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen:

There has been 
no period Since the colony of South Car- 
Olina adopted the theoretical but im- 
practicable charter prepared by the great 
philosopher, John Locke, in 1674, down to 
the. treaty of Paris. with Spain in 199, 
when this happily conceived enterprise 
was possible until now. It is: an omen 
of future development and prosperity for 
Charleston that the moment its citizens 
saw the time had come they entered upon 
this benefic@nt work with patriotism, 
courage and confidence. It required 
nearly a century and a half of struggle 
and preparation before there existed an 
industrial and manufacturing south in 
the United States, and Spanish islands 
in the Carribean sea free and indepen- 
dent to meet upon the common greund of 
united welfare and reciprocal benefits. 

“The southern states in 1866 were facing 
a Series of disasters and calamities un- 
paralleled in modern times. Their wealth 
was destroyed, their working capital lost, 
their arms devastated, their cit- 
ies and. villages in ruins, and 
they were. without manufactures and 
industries. The problem of adjusting to 
their political, social and economic condi- 
tions a suddenly emancipated slave pop: 
ulation of nearly equal numbers, which 
had been granted every civil right, in- 
cluding suffrage, demanded immediate 
attention. The unconquerable and in- 
Vincible grit and pluck of the American 
were never more splendidly illustrated. 
Orderly government has been estab- 
lished, education fostered, agriculture re- 
vived, railroads constructed, mines open- 
ed, new industries builded and the riches 
and resources of t: e land brought out. 


How the South Has Progressed. 


“The farm wealth has grown from a 
nominal to a real value of $3,000,000,000. In 
tap place of no manufacturing industries, a 
thousand milHon of dollars have built 
and equipped mills. factories and fur- 
naces, whose annual output is one thou- 
sand, five hundred millions, and rapidly 
increasing. The new south, regenerated 
and disenthralled, contributed in 1900 
to the wealth and prosperity of our coun- 
try two thousand, five hundred millions 
of tons of iron, forty millions tons of ceal, 
seven hundred and thirty-six million 
bushels of grain, and eleven million, two 
hundred and seventy-four thousand bales 
of cotton. The gold and sil- 
ver and precious stones, whose 
quest brought Columbus across the 
ocean and inspired the adventures of 
De Leon and De Soto, become the com- 
monplaces of commerce, compared with 
the present reality and future possibili- 
ties of this annual fruitage of a territory 
blessed with exhaustless treasures in 
fields, mines, and water power, which are 
owned gnd controlled by. people who have 
displayed the genius and energy, the in- 
itiative and wise working Which have pro- 
duced these marvelous results. 

“Electricity and steam, the instan- 
taneous circling of the globe with news 
and rapidity in transportation have made 
one market for all the world. Reduction 
of cost and superiority of workmanship 
are the factors of modern competition. 
Building the cotton mill beside the cotton 
fields and the furnace and steel factories 
by the ore and coal are redistributing in- 
dustrial centers. Upon these lines, and 
by the application of these principles, 
the south, from no place in 1866, has come 
to the front in the production of iron 
and coal, and while New England and 
the western states have practically 
reached the profitable limit and are 
standing still in the expansion of the 
manufacture of cotton goods, there has 
been the phenomenal increase of 1,307,000 
spindles during the year 1900 in the Caro- 
linas and their neighboring common- 
wealths. Capital and enterprise, which 
are utilizing wood for its varied purposts 
—industrial, @omestic and commercial— 
are converting the vast pine forests of 
this rich territory into settlements of 
thrift, productiveness and happiness. 


Will Enforce Reciprocity Lessons. 


“The teachings of this industrial ex- 
hibition, carried by visitors from the 
Weast India islands and the South ‘Amer- 
ican states to their homes, will enforce 
the lessors of reciprocity and open here 
and there new and growing markets. 

“Our trade with the West India isiands 
has received little encouragement. It has 
beeh the theme of neither the writer, the 
orator- nor the statesman, and corngfess 
has been too busy with telescopic visions 
to use its unaided eyes. In 1008 our ex- 
ports to the West Indies were greater 
than to al! the republics of South and 
Central America together, greater than to 
all the Far East, and greater than: to all 
the countries of continental E »¢ Com- 
bined, leavi out Germany and Wranes.

The Chilean delegation offered an 
amendment to the effect that interested 
governments give the proposed bank a 
subsidy of $100,000 gold per annum for five 
years to start with, to be contributed ac- 
cording to population by the several] coun- 
tries. The project was referred back to 
the committee with this amendment. The 
project for the exchange of publications 
was also referred back to the committee 
with an unfmportant amendment. 

The session was about to adjourn when 
Walter Martinez, of Chile, sprang to his 
feet and made a fiery speech denouncing 
what he called the premature introduc- 
tion of the subject of arbitration. He 
said that as the subject was still in com- 
mittee it was manifestly improper to pre- 
cipitate a discussion thereof by the con- 
ference before the committee had re- 
ported. 

It happened that Waiker Martinez oc- 
cupies ‘a desk directly opposite that of 
Mr. Baez and most of his speech seemed 
personally directed at him.

“We are breaking down barriers and 
winnine industrial triumphs in Europe, 
Asia, Africa and Australia, but are still 
unsuccessful beggars in our own hemis- 
phere. 

Merchant Marine Needed. 


“Our failure to capture or hold what is 
legitimately our own is due to the fact 
that we have abandoned the sea. Our 
country, with its superb energy and limit- 
less productive powers, but without an 
adequate merchant marine, is like Her- 
cules chained to his forge. or an eagle 
clipped of its wings: Until ships under 
the American flag are carrving American 
merchandise and establishing routes and 
ports and banking facilities for American 
commerce. we cannot possess or enjoy 
our inheritance. When the [sthmian 
canal is opened, built, owned and con- 
trolled,’ as it will be by the United 
States. our poverty on the ocean will 
make it the opportunity of our, rivals. 
The day ought to be near—it should be 
hastened by this exhibition—when Amer- 
ican fleets carrying the surplus of the 
harvests of the south from her flelds, her 
forests. and factories, and returning with 
responding cargoes from the West Indies, 
and South, North and Central American 
countries will utilize for our national 
wealth, patriotism and pride, the superb 
harbor and convenient location of 
Charleston. 

“These conditions make it important 
and imperative that we maintain the 
Monroe doctrine. This American princi- 
ple of international] law is not a menace. 
But if one of the great powers should 
acquire naval stations, harbors and bases 
of supplies, so as to command the eastern 
and western side of the Isthmian canal, it 
would be a nerpetual peri] to our coast, 
our communication between the Atlantic 
and: Pacific, our most important coast- 
wise commerce, our deep-sea traffic and 
our merchant marine. It would endanger 
the future of the results of which this 
fair is the forerunner. The Monroe doc- 
trine in its integrity is peace. 

‘The east is surrendering its spindles 
and the middle states its furnaces, and 
thev are giving a new and broader and 
healthier life to the south. The past 
is but a suggcstion of the future of our 
united country. Sectional lines have dis- 
appeared and jealousies and prejudices 
have worn away. The nineteenth century 
has opened exhaustless avenues for spirit- 
ual, mental and material progress in the 
United States.

The fair, while not as targe as «ther 
expositions that have been given, is an 
exhibition of much merit and is already 
an artistic stccess. 

The exposition is not in the state of pre- 
parednes3, however, which its projectors 
had hoped for. There have been delays 
which all similar enterprises have en 
countered, but the chief deterrent faetor 
in the insta'tlation of exhi.its was. the 
scarcity of cars to transport them here. 
Between two and three hundred cars of 
exhibits are on the tracks at the park, 
but they are rapidly being unloaded pnd 
put in place by an army of men work 
ing twenty-four hours wa day. 

The exposition site occupies about if 
acres of land on the bank of. the Ashley, 
with a frontage of 2,00 feet on the river.

There are eleven great department 
buildings—the Cotton and Commefrce 
Palaces, the Hall. of Agriculture, Miner- 
als and Forestry buildings and stric- 
tures devoted to woman, art, the pegro, 
transportation and machimery, ; 

The Administration - bullding . o¢euples 
a commanding site. ‘The Cotton Palace 
covers 60,000 square feet of ground area; 
the Commerce Palace contains 4,0 
square feet of fioor space; the Palace of 
Agriculture, the same area; the Admin- 
istration building, 16,000 square feet, and 
the Transportation and Machinery build 
ings each about 2,000 square feet. A 
commodious afiditorium seats about 4,00 
people. 

United States’ Display.

The Court of Palaces, around which 
the main exposition buildings are group 
ed, is 1,200 feet in length and over 
feet wide. This court contains 1,600/0 
square feet, and one of its unique feat 
ures is a sunken garden filled with trop- 
ical plants grouped around an electrie 
fountain. :

ELEN WILMANS-POST, who once 
resided at 296 Crew street and uni- 
versally known as the leader and 
founder of mental science, will be called 
on to answer today to the federal court 
for her aati of conducting her busi- 
ness. . 

Mrs. Post, better known af Helen Wil- 
mans, together with her husband, C. C. 
Post, and her son in law, Charles Fred- 
erick Burgman, were recent'y arrested 
for using the United States mails for 
fraudulent purposes. They were taken 
to Jacksonville, where they waived ex- 
amination and were placed under bonds 
of $35,000 each to appear before the fed- 
etal court for trial on the 3d of De- 
cember. 

The Posts came to Daytona about eight 
years ago and purchased a tract of land 
across the Halifax river from Daytona. 
This tract of land they named Sea- 
breeze. Beautiful boulevards and streets 
have been laid out and paved, and thou- 


Sands upon thousands of dollars have 
been expended in improvements and 
bulldingg. 


The arrests were made at Seabreeze, 
the home of Mental Science, by Deputy 
United States Marshal W. H. McCor- 
mick on 
D.. Peer, a postoffice 
United States. The affidavit, stripped of 
its legal verblage, declares: 

That Mr. Peer appeared before W. M. 
Archibald, United States commissioner 
for the southern district of Florida, and, 
being duly sworn, narrated that Helen 
Post, alias Helen Wilmans, did devise a 
scheme and artifice to defraud divers 
persons resident within and outside the 
United States. by means of the post- 
Office establishment of the United States. 
which was to be effected by means of 
false and fraudulent representations to 
be made by her through letters, circu- 
lars, pamphlets and advertisements to 
the effect that she possessed the power,

Their Previous History. 

Helen Wilmans-Post was formerly the 
wife of a farmer and physician in Cali- 
fornia, his name being Dr. Baker. 

After fifteen years of farm life with 
her husband, drawbacks were met with 
which made it necessary to sell the farm 
to pay the debts. The family then parted 
and each went his way. 

She then went to San Francisco witn- 
out a dollar to her name. In San Fran- 
cisco she borrowed $10 from an acquaint- 
ance, who was at that time running a 
shoe shop in the city. She soon secured 
employment on the reportorial staff of 
a small newspaper that was worrying out 
a precarious existenge, at $6 per week. 
This position she held. for about six 
rronths, when the paper suspended publi- 


cation. She then started a paper of her 
own, which she continued for. several 
monthe. 


She soon, however, went to Chicago, 
where she met C. C. Post, her present 
husband. Post was at that time sup- 
posed to be near the grave with con- 
sumption. She imbibed the Christian 
Science doctrine, married Post, and 
claims she cured him of consumption. 
This was eighteen years ago. She soon 
decided that Christian Science was not 
exactly the right thing, and proclaimed 
herself the founder of Mental Science. 
Post and his wife then began the publi- 
cation of a jornal in Chicago. This 
was shortly before the Haymarket riots, 
and it is alleged that their connection 
will be traced to these riots, when the 
case comes up for trial. The alleged 
connection is that their journal was in 
sympathy with the anarchists, 

Went to Douglasville, Ga. 

From Chicago they next embarked 
business at Douglasville, Ga. At 
time of their arrival Douglasville was 
a mere hamlet, possessing but one 
grocery store and a blacksmith shop. 
Whey secured options on considerable 
property and laid out a town site, which 
fact they advertised extensively and in- 
duced mapy followers of their bellef to 
locate with them and form a: Mental 
Science colony. For some reason or oth- 
er money did not flow in as freely as 
was expected, and they removed to At- 
lanta, Ga. 

While at Douglasville Post had a man 
his employ by the name of Bishop, 
who published a sma§g labor paper, as 
a side issue.

ABSCONDER TAKEN AT LAST 


Bookmaker Marks and  Pugilist 
Burge Implicated in Steal. 
Prisoners Remanded. 


London, December 
son Goudie. the bookkeeper of the Bank 
of Liverpool, who d'sappeared at the 
time of the discovery that the bank 
had been robbed of about £170,000, was 
captured today at Bootle, where he had 
been in hiding. Goudie had £30 in his 
pocket when arrested. He will be 
brought to London for trial with the 
other men taken Mto custody in connec- 
tion with the robbery, two of whom, 
“Dick” Burge, the pugilist, and F. T. 
Kelly, the bookmaker of Bradford, were 
remanded today after a partial hearing 
of the evidence against them. 


Hundreds of people clamored for ad- 
mission into the small court room at 
Bow street, hardly capable of holding 


those directly interested in the case. 

Charles Matthews, counsel for the vic- 
timized bank, in presenting the case 
against the prisoners, gave the first au- 
thentic details of the fraud. He ex- 
plained that there had been twenty- 
seven checks forged. The first two af- 
fected Goudie. The next twelve, repre- 
senting in value £25,300, would be main- 
ly traced to Kelly. Another seven 
checks, aggregating £53,000, would be 
first traced to Kelly and afterwards to 
Keily and another person not yet before 
in court. 

Six other checks, valued at £91,000, 
would be traced first to Laurie Marks, 
who paid them into his bank accounts. 
But some of the proceeds were . also 
traceable to Burge. The whole amount 
had been drawn out on the Bank of 
Liverp@ol by checks drawn to the ac- 
count of R. W. Hudson. Ever since then 
the checks presented show that Laurie 
Marks opened an account to the credit 
Lyonnaise at the end of 1899. In 1901 he 
paid in the first Hudson check amount- 
ing to £5,000. Later he introduced Burge, 
who opened an account. After the first 


Hudson check was paid in, in October, 
Marks deposited two more Hudson 
checks for £16,000. On November 1 
Burge, accompanied by Marks, cashed 


a check for €13,000, receiving £7,000 in 
notes, ; 

According to the books, Marks re- 
ceived £82,000 from the Bank of Liver- 
pool, of which amount £47,000 was trans- 
ferred to Burge and £20,000 to Mances, 
leaving Marks £15,000. 

After the presentation of evidence to 
the effect that £16,000 had been placed 
to the credit of Burge’s wife and Kel- 
lv’s explanation that he received the 
checks from Goudie, who said he repre- 
sented a big syndicate formed by Hud- 
son and another to back horses for large 
sums, the prisoners were remanded in 
custody.

Following his death his 
heirs sought to recover from the Home In- 
surance Company $2,000, in which amount 
his life was insured.

anv other insurance when in reality he 
had. The circuit court found for the 
plaintiff and the insurance company ap- 
pealed the case. 
Judge Elmer B. Adams, who delivered 
the appellate court’s decision, remanded 
the case to the circuit court for & new 
trial.

SAYS WICKED ARE DOOMED | 


Collins Says Earthquake Will Swal- 
low Them Up. 


RIGHTEOUS URGED TO FLEE 


Baptist Preacher Shys the Lord’s 
Vision Appeared and Pronounced 
Mississippi’s Doom. 


Jackson, Miss., December 2.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Rev. Samuel Collins, who 
states that he has been a Baptist minis- 
ter since 1864, has sent a communication 
to the editor of one of the Jackson pa- 
pers in which he declares that an earth- 
quake will occur in Mississippi on the 
19th day of March next, when all the 
wicked in the commonwealth will be de- 
stroyed. 

Collins claims that he has been in com- 
munication with headquarters, and there- 
fore receives his information from an 
authentic source.

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HE FAILED TO GIVE IN NOTE. 


Hilton Is Now Held for $700 Back 
Tax. 

December 2.—(Special.) 
State Revenue Agent Adams continues 
his search for solvent credits with un- 
abated vigor. and has just succeeded in 
unearthing a case of delingttency in 
Simpson county which has several pecu- 
liar features advancefl. 

About three years ago the mercantile 
firm of R. A. Hilton and W. T. Hilton. 
of Pearl, went into bankruptcy, the lia- 
bilities being about $20,000 with assets 
for only a small portion of the sum. On 
invest'gation by the referee it was found 
that the father of the members of the 
firm, A. C. Hilton, claimed an indebted- 
ness of $15,000 on a promissory note given 
by his sons, and the father took posses- 
sion of the property in settlement of 
this claim. The validity of this transac- 
tion was tested in the bankruptcy court 
and the other creditors obtained a judg- 
ment for $4,500. 

State Revenue Agent Adams now brings 
proceedings to recover the taxes on this 
note for $15,000 held by A. C. Hilton. and 
it seems that the defendant must either 
plead gullty to fraud in bankruptcy or 
settle the taxes on the note, as it had 
not been given tn for assessment. Taxes 
are claimed for a period of three years, 
and the entire claim amounts to about 
700. The matter has been referred? to 
the Simpson county board of supervisors 
by Mr. Adams with the request that the 
note be placed on-the assessment rolls.

Farmers May Withdraw from Trust. 

Jackson, Miss., December 2.—(Special.)—- 
A meeting of the farmers of Amite cour- 
ty has been called for the purpose of per- 
fecting an organization that bids fair 
to strikingly resemble a trust in its sa- 
lient features. The convention will as- 
semble at Liberty next Saturday, and a 
large attendance is expected. Several 
years ago the farmers of Amite county 
pay 14 cents 
per yard for jute bagging to be used in 
preparing their cotton crop for market, 
and in the end they compelled the supply 
merchants to reduce the price.

The 
present price is from $11 to $12 per ton, 
and the farmers think they are entitled to 
$14 or $15 per ton.

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River Traffic Is Impaired. 

Jackson, Miss., December 2.—Traffic on 
the Yazoo river has been seriously im- 
paired by the low stage of water, and the 
steamboats plying the stream have been 
compelled to suspend business for the 
present, thus greatly delaying the market- 
ing of the cotton crop of the territory 
through which the stream runs.  Txree 
steamers went aground in the river last 
week, and at some points along the 
course of the stream there is almost no 
current whatever. The barge Dewey, 
went aground a few days ago, lost 1,300 
sacks of cotton seed, and the steamer 
Rees Pritchard lost a part of her cargo at 
Belzoni by sinking near Belzoni. Divers 
are now at work on the vessel and it 
is thought she can be raised. The City 
of Knoxvil@ is also in trouble near 
Yazoo City, and it will be several days 
before she can again be placed in condi- 
tion for traffic.

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The Peach Crop. 

A little pamphlet on the 
peach growing, prepared by 
B. Killebrew, immigration agent of 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railway, and issued by that com. 
pany, contains some valuable informa- 
tion on a crop which represents a 
large source of revenue’ throughout 
this section, and will be read with in- 
terest by those engaged in growing the 
luscious fruit. 

Experiments have proven that in 
sections of the country favorable to 
their growth peach orchards will, if 
given proper care and attention, yield 
farmers greater returns in proportion 
to the amount of land devoted to their 
culture than almost any other crop. 
It must be*remembered, however, that 
peaches require vastly more care in 
order to bring them to perfect matu- 
rity than does cotton. To derive the 
greatest possible success from peach 
culture, orchards must be carefully 
cultivated and protected in every pos- 
sible way. 

Among the instances quoted of phe- 
nomena! profits in Georgia peaches are 
those of a gentleman at Adairsville, 
who received last year for the product 
of 1,300 trees just $4,000—not a bad 
_ return from one crop—and of a nur- 
seryman near Dalton, who last season 
sold $21,000 worth:of peaches grown 
on sixty-five acres. <A _ section fore- 
man on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road cleared $4.000 from 1.000 trees. 

Colonel Killebrew prefaces his cal- 
culations on the profits of peach grow- 
ing with the statement that— 
it is believed bv manv intelligent 
diers of fruit that the Georgia and Ala- 
bama peach growers are making a mis- 
take in confining their attention mainly to 
one variety, viz: the Elberta. This peach, 
while surpassed by none in shipping qual- 
ities or in a general popularity, ripens so 
uniformly that the whole crop is marketed 
within ten days. A succession of varie- 
ties, ripening from the middle of June 
until the middle of September, would so 
distribute the work as to make it easier 
on the grower and prevent an over-supply 
of any one variety of peaches on the mar- 
ket. The New Jersey growers find “their 
most satisfactory profits in being able to 
keep up their shipments of peaches for 
six weeks or two months. Every variety 
as it comes to market is a new temptation 
to Duyers and to consumers, especially if 
it has an attractive appearance. 

The pamphlet above referred to 
makes some estimates of the amount 
of money required to convert unclear- 
ed land into successful orchards. The 
following figures based on orchards 
ten acres in extent are furnished by 
two of the best known and most suc- 
cessful peach growers in Georgia and 
Alabama. The statistics, however, do 
not take into consideration the cost of 
the kind itself. A conservative esti- 
mate of the cost of ten acres of uncul- 
tivated land suitable for orchards 
> would be from $100 to $250. The cost 
_ of clearing and fencing in same would 
©" be about $145 and the work of setting 
out trees and cultivating the soil the 
third year about $85 more. 

As to the profits on such an orchard, 
Colonel Killebrew presents the foMow- 
ing figures. taken from the actual ex- 
perience of peach growers, estimating 
that peaches planted on new land will 
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bear enough the third vear to pay the

On the 
other hand, the failures in the crop are 
more frequent in New Jersey than in 
Georgia or Alabama,

The numbers of the poor and of orphans 
in almost every section of our country, 
and especially in the older states, are 
constantly growing larger and larger, 
and many are today suffering for the 
want of institutions such as I have nam- 
ed, which could with more benefit have 
been founded with a part of the money 
which has been applied to the endow- 
ment of schools for higher education. 

Maud Ballington Booth suggests 
that honest labor be provided for. ex- 
convicts; R. Héber Newton wants free 
kindergartens, an endowed theater or 
an endowed newspaper; give the 
needy employment, says Mrs. Donald 
McLean, while Lillie Devereux Blake 
makes the point that no matter what 
is done women should share equally 
with men. 

Governor McSweeney, of South Car- 
olina, says: 

If Mr. Carnegie wishes to use part of his 
many millions for the benefit of the_pub- 
lic, I know of no gift that would be ap- 
preciated and do more good than dona- 
tions to the orphan homes in this state, 
and to the hospitals in this state. The 
Orphan house in Charleston, the Thorn- 
well orghanage at Clinton, the Epworth 
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whether an equa) showing can be madc 
by orchards in any other part of the 
Statistics from a representa- 
orchard, furnished 
t: by Mr. Charles Black, of Highstower, 
' show a profit from ten acres of $9,000 


orphanage in Columbia, and other insti- 
tutions in other parts of the state are 
deserving of the eid of such good men as 
Mr. Carnegie. I would suggest, too, that 
the Home for the Insane be carefully con- 
sidered by such public-spirited citizens, 
and donations in that direction would do 
untold good. 

I sincerely hope that Mr. Carnegie in 
his future gifts will look toward the char- 
itable institutions of this state. I know 
anytuing that he would do for them would 
be appreciated by the people of South 
Carolina. 


This is the day of enormous fortunes, 
fortunes much larger than any man 
can possibly have use for. “What 
shall we do with our money?” is a 
question that must confront a great 
many who recognize their duty to 
mankind and who see the barrennéss 
in that life which is devoted to nothing 
beyond the mere accumulation of 
property. It is likely that in most 
cases the money given away by mi: 
lionaires will be given wisely. The 
founding of charitable institutions for 
those who are helpless, the endow- 
ment of institutions of learning, the 
encouragement of art, all afford a wide 
field for the philanthropist. 

There is nothing the matter with 
Mr. Carnegie’s hobby. He gives libra- 
ry buildings and the people are requir: 
ed to equip and support them. This is 
a wise feature of his plan—to help a 
man who at the same time is helping 
himself. 

As for philanthropy in general, the 
best thing one man can do for another 
is to give him work: the worst thing 
is to teach him to expect something 
for nothing. Free soup charity is the 
father of idleness.

This breaks all records of “paying the 
fiddler.’ Paganini, greatest of all vio- 
linists, never dreamed of earning $100,000 
in one season. That it is possible for an 
American manage® to make such a cons 
tract today, with the probability of clear- 
ing a large profit on it, is a symptomatic 
twentieth-century fact.

“the fourteen diamond rings’ case, in- 
volving the relationship of the United 


States to the Philippine islands from 2a 
tariff point of view, and the other what 
is known as the Dooley case No. 2, in- 
volving the constitutionality of the col- 
lection of duty on goods shipped from 
New York to Porto Rico. 

In the former case the court, through 
Chief Justice Fuller, held that the dia- 
mond rings brought in by a soldier from 
the Philippines and over which the case 
arose, should have been exempt from 
duty under the Paris treaty of peace, as 
that treaty made the Philippines Ameri- 
can territory. The decision in the Phil- 
ippine case followed closely that of the 
first Porto Rican case of last term. 

In the Dooley case, decided today,it was 
held that the duty collected on goods 
carried from New York to Porto Rico 
was permissible, but that it was in real- 
ity a tax for the benefit of the Porto Ri- 
cans themselves rather than an export 
Guty, as was claimed by the merchants 
who antagonized the government in the 
case. 

In both cases there were dissenting 
opinions concurred in by four of the nin2 
justices of the court. 

It is generally believed the finding in the 
Philippine case will lead to early efforts 
to secure legislation for the regulation 
of our commercial relations with those 
islands. As the Porto Rican opinion sus- 
tains the constitutionality of the Foraker 
act, no such necessity will arise with ref- 
erence to Porto Rico. 

Chief Justice Fuller’s Opinion. 

After stating the ‘‘diamond rings’’ case 
at some length, Chief Justice Fuller 
quoted somewhat extensively from the 
opinion of this court in the case of De- 
Lima vy. Bidwell. His principal quotation 
from that case was the paragraph setting 
forth the theory that a country remains 
foreign with respect to the tariff laws un- 
til congress has acted by embracing it 
within the customs. The opinion then 
continued as folldws: 

‘No reason is perceived for any differ- 
ent ruling ag to the Philippines. By the 
third article of the treaty Spain ceded to 
the United States the-archipelago known 
as the Philippine islands, and the United 
States agreed to pay Spain the sum of 
$20,000,000 within three months. The treaty 
was ratified; congress appropriated the 
money, the ratification was proclaimed. 
The treaty-making power, the executive 
power, the legislative power concurred in 
the completion of the transaction. 

“The Philippines thereby ceased in the 
language of the treaty ‘to be Spanish.’ 
Ceasing to be Spanish they cease to be a 
foreign country. They came under the 
complete and absolute sovereignty and 
deminion of the United States and so be- 
came territory of the United States over 
which civil government could be estab- 
lished. The result was the same, al- 
though there was no stipuation that the 
native inhabitants should be incorporated 
into the body politic and none securing 
to them the right to choose their ration- 
ality. Their allegiance became due to 
the United States and they became enti- 
tled to its protection. 

“But it is said that the case of: the 
Philippine islands is te be distinguished 
from that of Porto Rico because on Feb- 
ruary 14, 1899, after, the ratitication of 
that treaty, the senate resolved that by 
the ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Spain it is not intended to imcorpor- 
ate the ftnhabitants of the Philippine is- 
lands into the citizenship of the United 
States, etc., nor to permanently annex 
those islands. 

‘We need not consider the force and ef- 
fect of the resolution of this sort if 
adopted by congress, not like that of 
April 20, 1898, in respect of Cuba, pre- 
liminary to the declaration of war, but 
after title has passed by ratified cession: 
It is enough that this was a joint resolu- 
tion; that it was adopted by the senate 
by a vote of 26 to 22, not two-thirds of a 
quorum; and that it is absolutely with- 
out legal green po on the question be- 
fore us. T meaning of the treaty can- 
not be controlled by a subsequent expla- 
nation of some of those who may have 
voted to ratify it. What view the house 
might have taken as to the Intention of 
the senate in ratifying the treaty we are 
not. notified, nor is it material; and if 
any implica’‘ion from the action referred 
to could properly be indulged it would 
seem to be that two-thirds of a quorum 
of the senate did not consent to the rati- 
fication on the grounds indicated. 


Title of United States. 


“It is further contended that a dis- 
tinction exists in that Gomplete possession 
of Porto Rico was taken by the United 
States it was not So as to the Philippines 
because of armed resistance by the na- 
tive inhabitants to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent, 

“We must decline to assume that the 
government wishes thus to disparage 
the title of the United States or-to place 
itself in the position of waging a war of 
conquest. 

‘The sovereignty of Spain over the 
Philippines and possession under claim of 
title had existed for a long term of years 

rior to the wmr with the United States. 

he fact that there were insurrections 
against her or that uncivilized tribes 
may have defied her will did not affect 
the validity of her title. She granted 
the islands co the United States and 
the arantee in accepting them toox 
nothing less than the’ whole Fs hg If 
those in insurrection against Spain con- 
tinued in insurrection against the United 
States, the legal title and possession of 
the latter remained unaffected. 

“We do not understand that it is 
claimed that in carrying on the pend- 
ing hosfilities the government is seeking 
to subjugate the people of a foreign 
country, but on the contrary, that it is 
preserving order, and suppressing insur- 
rection in territory of the United Stateg 
It follows that the possession of thr 
United States is adequate under les 
title, and this cannot be asserted for one 
pu ge and denied for another. 

“We dismiss the suggested distinction 
as untenable. It is sought to detract 
from the weight of the ruling in Del.i- 
ma v. Bidwell, because one of the five 
justices concurring in the judgment in 
that case concurred in the judgment in 
Downes v. Bidwell.

Bidwell, the conclusion 
of a majority of the court was thax an 
act of ae levying duties on goods 
imported from Porto Rico into New 
York, not in conformity. with the provi- 
sion of the constitution In respect to the 
imposition of duties, imposts andexcises, 
was valid. Four of the members of the 
court dessented from and five concurred, 
though not on the same grounds in this 
conclusion. The justice who delivered 
the opinion in DeLima’s case was of the 
opinion that on cession Porto Rico ceased 
to be a #HMreign county and became a 
territory of the United Stgtes and domes- 
tic, yet that it was merely appurtenant

Justices Gray, White, Shiras and Me 
Kenna united in dissenting from the 
court's opinion in the Philippine cage 
saying they “dissented for the reasons 
stated in their opinions in the cases of 
DeLima v. Bidwell, Dooley vy. The 
United States and Downes v. Bidwel] in 
the last term of the eourt,” 

Brown’s Porto Rican Opinion. 

In the Dooley case Justice Brown’s 
opinion held that as Porto Rico is not 
foreign territory, the goods shipped to 
Porto Rico are not exports, but whether 
exports or imports, the wide range of 
congress in the matter of taxation wag 
sufficient for a contingency of tHis char. 
acter. 

At best, he said, the duty was a tem. 
porary expedient, and as it was explicitly 
provided in the Foraker act that the Por. 
to Rican legislature could change the 
character of the enactment it was held 
that the Foraker act was merely legisla. 
tion in favor of Porto Rico. The Foraker 
act was sustained on the grounds laid 
down in the Downes case, another of 
the insular cases decided at the last term, 
The decision of the lower court was af- 
firmed. Justice Brown explicitly said 
that the opinion was not to be construed 
as a justification of export duties. 
Justice Brown said that the duties levied 
were attacked on the ground that they 
violated the clause of the constitution

The court, he said, in the case of Woode 
ruff v. Parham had held that the word 
“import” in connection with the provision 
of the constitution, “that no state shall 
levy any imposts or duties on imports or 
exports,” applied only to articles imported 
from foreign countries into the United 
States. 

“This definition of the word ‘im , 
had afterwards been approved in the aes 
of Brown v. Houston. If, then, Porte 
Rico be no longer a foreign country under 
the Dingley act, as was held by a ma- 
jority of the court in DeLima v. Bid- 
well, it is impossible to say that goods 
carried from New York to Porto Rico 
can be considered as ‘exported’ from New 
York within the meaning of that clause 
of the constitution. If they are neither 
exports nor imports, they are still Hable 
to be taxed by congress.” 


Export or Import. 


The question whether a duty laid py 
congress upon goods arriving at Porte 
Rico from New York is a duty upon an 
export from New York or upon an im- 
ort to Porto Rico, he said, was not free 
rom doubt, the manner in which ard the 
place at which the tax is levied being of 
minor consequence.

No Power To Lay Export Tax. 


“It is not intended by ihis opinion to 
intimate that congress may lay an ex- 
port tax upon merchirndise carried from 
one state to another. There is a wid dif- 
ference between the ‘ull and »naramount 
power of congress in legislating for a 
territory in the cond'tinn of Ports Rico 
and its power with respect to the states 
which is merely incidental to its right 
to regulate interstate commerce. 

“These duties were properly collected 
and the action of the circuit court in 
sustaining the demurrer to the complaint 
was correct, and it is therefore affirmed.” 

Justice White concurred in tie result. 
but delivered an independent dec'z:on. 

“This case grows out of the in:positions 
of tariff duty on goods shisped from 
New York to Porto Rico Miy 1, 19, to 
October 23 of the same ye, uniler the 
act of April 12, 1900, providiug revenues 
and a civil government for Porto Rico, 
the sum involved being $1,437. 

“This money was collected at Porto 
Rico on goods shipped to that port by 
Dooley, Smith & Co. to their agent, who 
was in San Juan. The collections were 
imposed under that portion of the law i 
auestion which provides that all merechan- 
dise coming into Porto Rico {frm the 
United States shall be entered at the aev- 
eral ports of entry upon payment Oo 
per cent of the duty levied and collected 
en like articles of merchandise i norted 
from foreign countries into the United 
States and under the Dingley tariff.” 

Dissent in Dooley Case. 

Chief Justice Fuller and Justices Brew- 
er, Harlan and Peckham united in a die 
senting opinion in the Dooley cise. The 
opinion was read by the chief justice and 
was based largely on the constitutional 
provisicns concerning t1° regulations of 
commerce. He said: e 

“Congress is forbidden to tax <articles 
exported from any state.’ ‘Th plain fan- 
guage of the constitution should. not be 
made blark paper by construction, and 
its specific mandate ought to be obeyed.

Debate was cut off by the arrival of the 
gdjournment hour—1 o'clock. Senator 
Howell then agreed that the bill should 
be re-referred to the special judiciary 
committee and that any parties who de- 
gires a hearing may have it at 9 o'clock 
this morning. As a part of the agreement 
the substitute bill is to come up at 10 
p'clock this morning immediately after 
the reading of the journal for final action

What the Amendment Is. 

The first section of the substitute pro- 
yides for an amendment to section 26 of 
the city’s charter relating to the city’s 
power to require the payment of license 
by all parties doing business in the city.

All day vesterday the governor's office 
was filled with callers, who had sorm@- 
thing to say on one side or the other 
about the ‘dispensary bill. It was the 
general opinion of those who talked with 
him, after leaving his office, that he 
would not sign the measure. Both those 
who favored it and those who were op- 
posed to it came away with the impres- 
sion that the bill was already a ‘dead 
one.”’

HOUSE STANDS 
BY SUBSTITUTE 


Refuses To Reconsider Its 
Action of Last 
Friday. 


GOVERNOR SIGNED THE BILL 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


This Insures an Alderman from the 
Seventh Ward—Effort To Make 
Depot Bill Special Order for 
Tomorrow Was Defeated 
During Morning. 


West End is now assured of an alder- 
man. The gsenate’s substitute to one of 
the city charter bills was approved by the 
governor yesterday afternoon. The pa- 
per passed the house last Friday morn- 
ing, but was held up on the notice of a 
motion to reconsider, which was given by 
Mr. Wright, of Floyd. 

The house, by a vote of 67 to 24, refused 
to reconsider its action and the measure 
was at once transmitted to Governor Can- 
dler for his signature. The election, dur- 
ing which an alderman to represent the 
seventh ward will be elected, will be held 
tomorrow. Dr. T. D. Longino, present 
councilman from the seventh ward, was 
nominated for the place last September, 
and had no charter provision been made 
for an alderman from each of the city 
wards, Dr. Longino would have been 
thrown out of the race. 

The representatives from Fulton coun- 
ty opposed the motion to reconsider on 
the ground that delay would hamper the 
election. Mr. Wright made a spirited 
speech in support of his motion. 

Mr. Wright began by saying he con- 
sidered the substitute ‘the mere shadow 
of contemplated legislation.’ He said the 
paper which came to the house for con- 
currence had been deprived of its most 
‘mportant provision—that of taxing pub- 
lic utility corporations. Mr. Wright 
stated he feared the taxing bill was des- 
tined to be “buried forever in the sen- 
ate cemetery.’’ 

Wright Proposes Amendment. 

“The public service corporations,”’ said 
he, “are paying only about 10 per cent 
on their’ property, while many of. the 
owners of small homes are paying from 
80 to 100 per cent. It is the little property 
owners who are made to bear the burden 
of taxes. This matter has passed beyond 
the mere domain of local legislation. Not 
long ago the unanimous. city council 
came here and asked that we pass that 
pill. Now this same council has turned 
tail in a night, and by resolution have 
rescinded their previous action. Now 
they ask us not to pass the bill. 

“Ti am opposed to such acticn by that 
and 1 will never vote for the 
measure. No power can frighten or bribe 
me. What explanation 
remarkable situation?
